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FCC Highlights 


Bill Grenfell, W4GF 


FCC's Part 97 proposed rewrite of the 
Amateur rules, PR Docket 88-139, was 
released April 13th 1988. The reason 
given was: "...because advances in tech- 
nology and operating practices have made 
the current operating rules difficult to 
apply to modern communications prac- 
tices." The total body of the amateur 
rules would be reduced by roughly 40%. 
~Some of the changes proposed are as 
follows: 


Emission designators would be reduced to 
nine, such as "phone, image, data, test" 
etc. Rule interpretations guiding hams 
operation in support of public events 
have been codified (97.101). FCC's 4-part 
rule of reason concerning broadcasting 
activities has been codified (97.219(f)). 


Swap nets permitting amateurs to par- 
ticipate in selling their equipment over 
the air without fear of being cited by the 
‘FCC for business communications would 
be permitted (97.219(c)). An asking price 
- could be mentioned, "but no subsequent 
negotiations or bartering may take place. 
If interest is expressed, the amateur 
operators would exchange mailing addres- 
ses or telephone numbers and finish 
negotiations using a means of communi- 
cation other than amateur service 
frequencies." 


A new section called "frequency sharing" 
(97.217(c)) emphasizes that no frequency 
is assigned for the exclusive use of any 
amateur station . "Each amateur operator 
must cooperate in the selection and use 
of amateur service frequencies in order to 
make the most effective use of the 
frequencies." (97.203(b)). 


",...amateur equipment shall not be oper- 
ated while any aircraft is operating under 
Instrument Flight Rules unless the equip- 
ment has been found to comply with all 
FAA rules." 


According to proposed 97.217(c) and (g) a 
self-assigned identifier may be used if 1) 


the ID does not conflict with any other 
specified by FCC rules or by a prefix 
assigned to another country and 2) the 
identifier is separated from the callsign 
by the slant mark or by the word 
"stroke". 


The FCC is accepting comments in this 
Docket, PR 88-139, until August 31, with 
reply comments due October 31. (ARRL 
Letter, 04/22/88; W5YI Report, 05/01/88).

Comments filed in the 
Docket by LOAD Radio and Microwave 
Communications Consultants stated: "The 
main point we want to make here is that 
we believe that adequate alternative 220- 
MHz spectrum can be found which would 
make it a moot point and obviate any 
necessity for displacement of the 
Amateurs." (ARRL Letter, 04/22/88; WY] 

Report, 04/15/88). 


FCC "...will not put any limit on the 
amount of time that an amateur station 
can spend transmitting bona fide news 
bulletins, as long as these 'narrowcasts' 
or QSTs are directed towards the amateur 
radio community and nobody else. "So 
says the FCC in its decision to turn down 
a rule making request filed by James 
Fisher (K4GF), of Ocala, Florida. "... 
Fisher had asked that amateur, stations 
operating in bulletin mode be limited to a 
maximum of ten minutes per day." 
Another petition, apparently filed later by 
K7LR, would limit information bulletins to 
"A brief one-way transmission of timely 
news or announcements, considered to be 
of outstanding importance or current

interest." Referring to a number of 
oneway broadcasts as... (having)...material- 
ized on various amateur frequencies, that 
clearly violate the letter and intent of 
the Commission's Rules..." he advises that 
"The self-described 'programming' can be 
lengthy - up to 45 minutes, 5 times per 
day and simulcast on several frequencies." 
(Westlink Report, 04/29/88; W5YI Report, 
04/15/88). 


On March 7, 1988 the FCC upheld its 
$1,450 assessment against David Ackley. 
W4UWH, St. Thomas, VI "...for transmit- 
ting on a frequency not assigned to 
holders of Technician Class amateur 
licensees, failing to give his station call 
sign and maliciously interfering with 
another amateur station." (Westlink 
Report, 04/29/88). 


Radiation from a discarded TV» distribu- 
tion amplifier in a residential complex 
was found to be the source of inter- 
ference to a local repeater in Detroit, 
MI. The source was traced through the 
cooperative efforts of the Motor City 


Radio Club and FCC Engineer Pat: 


Patterson over a period of several weeks. 
(Westlink Report, 04/09/88). 


Last December's recognition by FCC of 
two 220 MHz repeater coordination 
organizations and call for cooperation has 
obviously failed since one body has filed 
suit against the other. The ARRL has 


written Private Radio Bureau Chief Ralph 


Haller "...asking him to use his good 
offices to help arrive at a solution to the 
problem..." The ARRL letter is intended 
to assist the FCC in setting up a face- 
_ to-face meeting at an FCC office." (ARRL 
Washington Area Coordinator's Report, 
04/15/88). 


The ARRL's 04/15/88 Washington Area 
Coordinator's Report. includes his meeting 
with Robert McNamara, who recently 
succeeded Ray Kowalski as Chief, Special 
Services Division, Private Radio Sureau. 
The Division oversees amateur, amateur- 
satellite, RACES, CB, radio control, 
aviation and marine radio services. The 
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report concluded with: "...Bob McNamara 
is a good listener, fast learner and will 
be a good guardian for Amateur Radio." 


"Michael Marcus has been named Assist- 
ant Chief for Technology in the Field 
Operations Bureau at FCC. "Previously, 
Marcus served as Chief, Technical 
Analysis Division, Office of Science and 
Technology." (ARRL Letter, 04/22/88). 


"The FCC recently denied a petition by 


Ben Johnson, NYfO,...to amend Section > 


97.23 (by) eliminating the 5 WPM code 
requirement for Novice and Technician 
class Amateur Radio Licenses." In denying 
the petition the Commission stated that 
Treaty obligations require that "any 
person seeking a license to operate the 
apparatus of an Amateur Radio station 
shall prove that he/she is able to send 
and receive text correctly in Morse code 
signals."- (These requirements may be 
waived under ITU rules in the case of 
stations making use of frequencies above 
30 MHz). "The Commission cited three 
reasons for retaining the telegraphy 
requirement: First, a 5 WPM code 
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requirement does not constitute 4a 
significant entry barrier to the amateur 
service; second, knowledge of the Morse 


code continues to be relevant to everyday 


usage; and third, a code requirement for 
every license class is important for 


maintaining the traditional public service © 


role of the amateur service in emergen- 
cies." (ARRL Letter, 04/22/88). 


The FCC denied a petition filed by 
Howard McKeathian, N6ELL, to amend 
Section 97.7 of the Rules, to expand the 
frequency privileges of Technician class 
licensees. In denying the petition, the 
Commission stated "the operator license 
classes and associated privileges were 
developed to provide motivation for 
amateur operators to advance their skills 
in both communications and_ technical 
phases of the radio art" and "nothing in 
the McKeathian petition indicates the 
basic structure of amateur licensing is 
falling short of its goals." (ARRL Letter, 
04/22/88). 


Amateur Radio antenna towers up to 75 
feet high are now legal in Newport 
Beach, CA. "After nearly three years 
discussion, the city council voted 
(unanimously) to accept the new 
ordinance and cited PRB-l, the FCC 
preemption order, as being partially 
instrumental in making the vote 
unanimous. "The ordinance requires 
antennas to be lowered to 28 feet when 
not in use (except vertical 'whip' 
antennas). "All existing antennas in 
Newport Beach are "grandfathered;" 
however, they are required to comply 
with. the ordinance "to the extent that 
they are capable of doing so without 
modification." All pre-existing towers 
must be brought up to standards if 
relocated or expanded." (ARRL Letter, 
04/22/88). 


A Burnsville, MN mail. order firm is 
offering a 440-449 MHz "Eagle handie 
talkie" for sale at under $200. "Apparent- 
ly the firm has just mailed their Sale 
Catalog No. 46. "No where in the catalog 
does it say the transceiver is a ham 
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radio...nor is the catalog mailed to an 
amateur radio mailing list. "The ad 
suggests business use of the hand-held 
transceiver..."A real time and work saver 
for surveying, construction, highway and 
field work coordinating, they say". "Now- | 
here in the ad does it say that a license 

is needed. It mentions that the unit is 
'FCC approved.'" (W5YI Report, 04/15/88).

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American Radio Relay League Report. 
By John Swafford - W4HU 


This ARRL Report provides a brief summary of 
information published in the ARRL LETTER and other 
reports. The LETTER provides timely news of interest to 
active radio amateurs. Any League member may 
subscribe to the ARRL LETTER. 


ARRL FILES REPLY COMMENTS TO UPS. 
"There is nothing in the UPS comments 
which establishes anything unique about 
220-222 MHz as a place to implement 
what the UPS describes as 'an advanced 
private land mobile telecommunications 
data network." This is one of the key 
statements in the League's reply com- 
ments to the late-filed comments of the 
United Parcel Service in Docket 87-14, 
the FCC proposal to remove the bottom 
two megahertz of the 220 MHz band from 
the amateur service. 


In fact, UPS says in its comments that 
this network will take place initially in 
the 150 MHz band, spaced between wide- 
band FM channels. The only reference to 
any need for the 220-222 MHz band is 
that UPS "expects that it ultimately will 
need to use the channels in the 220-222 
MHz band at issue in this proceeding in 
order to complete implementation of its 
system." 


Our reply comments continue to 
emphasize that the 220-222 MHz band is 
critical for the development of packet 
links and also note that the number of 
repeater listings in the ARRL Repeater 
Director has increased from 1173 to 1421, 
an increase of 18% in one year, showing 
greatly increased pressure on the 220-222 
MHz band segment. "The doubling of 
such stations in the band in only one 
year under the threat of complete dis- 
franchisement attests to the urgent, 
unique need for that particular segment 
and the rate of growth of packet radio 
overall. Second, the nature and degree 
of loading at 222-225 MHz is such that 
relocation of the disenfranchised packet 
links, should 220-222 MHz be appropriated 
«-»Will not be possible." 
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Lastly, we concentrate on the lack of 
understanding by UPS of the technology 
and the nature of amateur. operation 
generally. For example, UPS notes in its 
comments "the few repeaters which now 
operate within the 220-222 MHz band 
could easily be placed in other parts of 
the spectrum without undue coordination 
problems." Of course, it is not repeaters 
which will be displaced, but rather con- 
trol links, weak signal operation and 
packet links. We take the opportunity to 
explain the importance of control and 
auxiliary links. 


The League concludes by saying: "All that 
UPS has offered in this proceeding is a 
vague statement of support for the pro- 
posed appropriation of two megahertz of 
spectrum which has been repeatedly 
-»»demonstrated to be of critical import- 
ance tu the Amateur Radio Service 
--»Nothing submitted by UPS or any other 
commenter has established that the same 
goals which might to accomplished at 
220-222 MHz could not be satisfied by 
use of either the 150 MHz band or. the 
30-50 MHz band." 


FRENCH HAMS ON 6 METERS. French 
hams have been granted 6 meter (50 
MHz) privileges. 


Amateur Radio operators living more than 
150 km from a TV transmitter may use 
the 50 MHz band, but with very low 
power. Here are some of the details: The 
permits are only issued to Class C, D, 
and E licenses. The frequency band is 
50-51 MHz, and power is limited to 3-10 
watts ERP, depending upon the distance 
from the station to the nearest TV 
transmitter. Authorized modes of opera- 
tion are CW, SSB, RTTY, and packet, and 
only fixed station operation is permitted.

--- AAA SCHOOL SAFETY PATROL PARADE --- 


A sunny and mild Saturday morning 
greeted the hans who gathered at 4th 
and Madison in the District on 7 May 
1988, for briefing and assignments to 
support the annual AAA School Safety 
Patrol Parade. Due to the fine weather, a 
huge crowd of residents and tourists was 
on hand--many of whom were unaware 
that there was a parade scheduled and 
asked for information from the hams 
whom they appeared to quickly identify 
as being parade official. The parade hada 
much larger turnout than in previous 
years with units representing all D.C. 
school districts as well as surrounding 
Maryland and Virginia districts. The 211 
units were made up of Junior and Senior 
High School Bands, D.C. National Guard 
Drill Team, Police Cruisers representing 
Police Depts. sponsoring the safety patrol 
groups in the parade, Explorer Scout 
units, Camp Fire Boys and Girls, Metro 
Police Cadets, floats and vehicles carrying 
a multitude of police and school officials, 
Grand Marshal Mrs. Lisa Williams and 
Junior Marshal Kristin Godown (patrol 
lifesaver), and members of each school's 
safety patrol often accompanied by school 
drill teams and cheerleader squads. 


Dianne N3EKB, Jeff W4NFA, Margaret 
N3FKF, Janice WB3KFA, and Mike N4LSP 


left the 0830 briefing to assume. their 


positions in the formation areas located 
on the mall on both sides of 7th. St. 
between Jefferson and Madison. 
identifying themselves to the D.C. Police 
officer in charge of each area, they 
began assisting the process of locating 
and lining up units in their preplanned 
marching order. Units began arriving at 
1900 and the first group was scheduled to 
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leave the ALPHA formation area at 1000. 
As each area emptied, the next area was 
to be ready to follow to keep the parade 
moving without long gaps. The formation 
area net was established on 147.54 sim- 
plex with Al KN3U operating as net 
control from the Montgomery ARC 
ARES/RACES van which was already set 
up on the mall as a SKYWARN display as 
part of a NOAA exhibit which had been 
participating in a weekend Public Service 
exhibition. 


Traffic from the formation areas was 
primarily directed to the Formation Area 
Coordinator Sgt. Lewis who was shadowed 
by Dave KB4ERF. Changes in lineup were 
passed from the formation areas to Tom 
N4BYF at the reviewing stand where the 
judging of the units took place, and to 
the starter via Steve N3CEK. 


After the parade units left the formation 
area, they were handed over to the 
verification net on 145.47-. As each unit 
reached the parade starting line at 7th 
and Constitution, their order was re- 
confirmed and relayed to the rest of the 
net by N3CEK and signaled to step off 
with the right spacing. Jake AB3A at 14th 
and Constitution contacted each parade 
unit in route and instructed them to 
speed up or slow down as necessary to 
maintain the correct flow, identified 
problems, and watched for medical 
problems among the units or in the 
crowd. Tom N4BYF at the reviewing stand 
kept the judges appraised of changes in 
the lineup and status of the progress of 
the parade as well as relaying instruc- 
tions from the judges.

In addition to the normal operations 
traffic, a Red Cross Ambulance manned 


by Ben N4SFG was dispatched three times 
to assist people with minor medical 
problems. The last unit departed area 
ALPHA at 1342, about one hour behind 
schedule, and the all formation areas 
were closed. By 1500 the parade was 
completed and all stations secured. The 
hams gathered back at the van for a 
group photo with parade communications 


coordinator Ken N3AQG,and agreed that 


it had been a fine, enjoyable operation.

The training experience 
and planning insight from these opera- 
tions has been very helpful. For the 
immediate future, staffing of the exercise 
is a shared responsibility of both 
Northern and Southern Co. ARES groups. 


Another significant area of cooperation 
with the County Office of Emer gency 
Preparedness is the recent installation of 
a 40 amp., 12 volt power supply and two 
new GE Phoenix 40 watt VHF FM trans- 
ceivers at the amateur radio operator 
positions in the emergency operations 
center. These commercial grade radios are 
programmed with many of the 2 meter 
repeater frequencies in Maryland, as well 
as a number of simplex and packet freq- 
uencies. They are equipped with desk 
microphones, headsets and boom mikes, 
and with foot PTT switches to ease 


,operating in emergency traffic-handling 


Situations. 


These rigs have been dedicated for 
amateur radio emergency use only and 
represent the commitment of official 
county government agencies to amateur 
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radio. Planning for a permanent packet 
set-up and an HF station are in develop- 
ment. 


George KA3KIF, Pat N3EQJ, and Ed 
KA2FWJ attended the Regional EC Con- 
ference at WINTERFEST <tm> on behalf 
of the group. George was recently 
awarded an ARRL Certificate of Merit by 
Gould KA3DUE, Southern PG Co. EC, for 
his contributions to ARES as an Assistant 
EC over the past three years. Dave

What is Amateur Radio? 


Amateur Radio, also known as ‘‘ham radio,”’ is 
communicating. Hams, who must be licensed by 
their governments, operate two-way equipment from 
their homes and cars. They communicate with 
other hams across town or across the world on 
special sets of radio frequencies, or bands, that are 
set aside for Amateur Radio use. 


Who are hams? 


Just about anyone can be a ham—there are no 
age limits. Many people with disabilities find a door 
to the world in Amateur Radio. Some famous 
people are hams, but most are just people from all 
ee ig who like making new friends around 

@ world. 
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How can I become a ham? 


Getting a ham radio license is easier than you 
may think. In the US, the Novice (beginner’s) 
license requires only passing a 30-question written 
exam on basic electronic theory and FCC rules and 
regulations, along with copying and sending Morse 
code at five words per minute. 


The American Radio Relay League (ARRL) offers 
a wide variety of information for persons interested 
in radio communication. We can also provide you 
with a list of clubs and instructors in your area. 
Many local Amateur Radio clubs offer licensing 
courses several times a year,

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COMPUTER DISK DRIVES MAY BECOME OBSOLETE! 


The computer industry has been taken by surprise by the announement of a new 
erasable compact disc that may lead to personal computer data storage devices that 
will replace floppy and hard disk drives. 


The erasable CD is designed to inexpensively record audio or video...or store date 
from a personal computer. For the first time ever, it is possible to record and erase 
and re-record digital information over and over again, whether music, data or video, 
on a CD-compatible optical disc. The first commercial use will be CD-audio, which is 
is the least demanding on the hardware and the media. Tandy/Radio Shack has 
announced that the recorder will be available in about 18 months and will sell in the 
$500 range. Personal computer data storage devices require greater precision and 
error checking capabilities, but that is the next likely product. The "Thor-CD" tech- 
nology follows the same technique used in conventional optical discs: using a laser 
beam to read a series of microscopic "pits" in a light reflecting disc. One Thor-CD 
disc has the astounding capacity of 15,000 5-1/4" floppies!!! Tandy will be licensing 
its technology to other manufacturers.
